Hi  All, 


In  response  to  concerns  we’ve  heard  from  the  Cove  community,  we’ve  been  speaking  to  folks 
about  the  Cove  Day  School,  and  we’ve  learned  that  construction  will  not  happen  at  the  school 
until  next  year. 


Secody  and  I spoke  with  Ron  Lee,  a school  board  member,  and  he  asked  for  a face  to  face 
meeting  to  discuss  the  school,  and  he’s  happy  to  work  with  us  to  make  sure  that  BIA  and 
concerned  parents  get  a chance  to  attend  and  be  a part  of  the  conversation.  Victoria  Yazzie,  a 
parent  at  the  school,  also  asked  that  we  have  a discussion  with  parents  about  their  concerns. 

After  speaking  with  Wilson  about  other  Cove  related  travel,  I would  like  to  target  the  week  of 
Sept.  1 for  this  meeting.  Michele,  it  would  be  extremely  helpful  to  have  NN  EPA  be  a part  of  this 
discussion — please  let  me  know  if  you  have  thoughts  about  the  timing.  Others,  please  pass  on 
any  thoughts  about  the  timing  as  well. 


As  soon  as  we  pin  down  a date,  we  can  discuss  the  agenda.  I’m  attaching  the  only  information  I 
have  related  to  assessment  work  that’s  been  done  by  Navajo  Superfund  near  the  school  (thanks, 
Michele,  for  providing  this!).  As  far  as  I know,  the  school  has  not  been  assessed  for  radiation 
related  contamination  though  Mr.  Lee  referred  to  BIA  doing  some  type  of  assessment  work  at  the 
school  in  the  past.  It  would  be  good  to  clarify  what  that  was.
